Public Information Network 


A couple of things came out of a recent ARRL Board meeting that will have a direct impact 
on public relations in the field. First, the whole Field Organization is to be modern- 
ized. In the past, the Field Organization was an adjunct of the Communications Dept.. 
The emphasis was on nets and message traffic-not exactly a hotbed of opportunity for PR. 
The new Field Organization will attempt to give the League a 'presence' in all facets of 
Amateur Radio activities. The Section Manager (SM), replacing the Section Communications 
Manager (SCM), will have the authority to appoint a Public Information Officer (PIO). 
Local level PR will be handled by the clubs, who will choose a member to act as a PIA. 
The SM, or PIO at the SM's direction, will appoint the PIA's in the field, if the club 
is unable to do so. More emphasis will be given to the Affiliated Club Program. A new 
elass of affiliation for the "super" clubs has been created called the Special Service 
Clubs. It has been an opinion for a long time that the most effective PIAs anchor their 
PR activities in a local, strong active club. This observation may or may not be so; 
™ however, the League is reorganizing the Field Organization and placing more emphasis on 
the club programs. How then, can we make the most effective use of this new structure and 
this new emphasis? Where do we go from here? What support do you need? Please send 
your thoughts to Headquarters. Make a copy for your Division Director, too.

A SYNOPSIS OF OUR PAST FIELD DAY EFFORTS 


The colums shaves below will be self explanatory to you experienced field day 
operators but as we have a number of members that are not into ARRL and the 
receiving of QST, a brief explanation is in order. First you will note the 


name of the contest group and secondly the call used. Some of the groups have 


a call listed in (). That is the call of the novice station, if one is used. 
The first number figure is the total number of contacts made. The next item 
you see is either an A or a B. The A means that the group used a power in- 
put of 10 watts or less. The B class groups run 200- watts or less. The next 
number shows how many operators were involved. There is some question as to 
whether it is actually operators or participants. I tend to believe it’ means 
operators. The last number given is total points. We do not have room to go 
into the system used to determine total points but will say that the A class 
will usually be found on a mountaintop and using CW exclusively, which gives 
a much larger multiplier for points. We cannot win in our class what with 
our chosen location being almost at sea level but if the club wants a real 
challenge for the 1983 FD, take a look at who beat us out for the last three 
years in the 200 watt category. The Williamsburg Area ARC club has done us 
in! If we are in the same class for the 1983 FD, lets set our sights on old 
K4RC!!!!

MORE MODS FOR THE ICOM IC-2AT 


While the ICOM IC-2AT is hard to improve on, I have found a couple 
modifications which has made it more enjoyable to use. 


The first mod will eliminate the prolonged transmit time after sending 
Touchtone digits - allowing the unit to return to receive immediately 
after releasing a Touchtone digit or the PTT button. This delay can be 
eliminated by removing capacitor C74 (below L7 which is near IC 1) on the 
MAIN UNIT board. 
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If you've ever been interrupted by a phone call while listening to your 
2AT, you probably turned the volume control all the way down, which 
eliminated all sound from the speaker. You might have forgotten to turn 
it back up later, and found the unit still turned on with the batteries 
discharged. Motorola and other HT manufacturers avoid this problem by 
allowing the volume control to turn the audio down to a very low level, 
but not so low that it cannot be heard. By inserting a 100 ohm , % watt 
resistor in the ground return side of the volume pot, the audio can be 
turned down very low, yet remain high enough to remind you that the 
radio is still on. 


The easiest way to add the 100 ohm resistor is probably to cut the foil 
on the VR board, using an Xacto knife, and solder the resistor between 
the two ground connections for the volume and squelch pots.

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These mods have made my IC-2AT much more enjoyable to use. Since 
nearly every 2AT owner has at least made the extended frequency mods 
(or has a friend who did it for them), no problem should be encountered 
even though things are pretty tight.

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GENERAL RULES FOR BUNNY HUNTING 
Bunny hunts are open to all who wish to participate. To be elegible to win, each 
car must contain at least one amateur with a tech license or above. 


Starting places, time and dates for the hunts are to be announced in the newsletter 
and also at club meetings prior to the hunts. 


The boundaries used for the hunt will not exceed a five mile airline radius from 
the starting point. Announcement of specific boundaries to be at the option of 
the bunny. 

Participants mist obey all FCC rules and regulations. 

Hunters must not break any traffic laws. To do so is grounds for disqualification. 
Hunters must report in with the bunny or other participant if they wish to quit 
hunting. 

The bunny mst be hiding on public property or property with open public access. 

A parking lot of a retail store is acceptable. 


Mileage will be physically read and recorded at the beginning of the hunt by the 
Start Coordinator. The frequency to be used during the hunt will be announced 
by the Start Coordinator at the starting point. 


In Beginner and Intermediate class hunts, the bunny, or bunnies helper, must 
physically record the mileage of the hunters as they arrive at the bunny site. 


Hunters autemobiles mist remain stationary at the starting point until the bumy 
signals the start of the hunt. 


Hunters mist be at the starting point at least five minutes prior to the announced 
starting time to be elegible to win. 


The bunny mst start transmissions at exactly the predetermined start time. 


If the winner of the hunt can participate in the next hunt of its class, he must 
act as the bunny for that hunt. If the wimner is unable to participate in that 
hunt he must find an alternate to relieve him, 


Copies of the specific class rules must be handed out at the starting point prior 
to the hunts start. A copy of these general rules mst also be made available. 


Failure to abide by the rules and regulations established by the Bumny Hunting 
Committee is grounds for disqualification.
